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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 6, 2 1 , and 22 were previously indicated as allowable in the Notice of 
Allowance of January 24, 2006. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Cornier Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on May 14, 2007 has been entered. 

3. Accordingly, claims 1-16, 21 and 22 are now pending. 

Specification 

4. The Specification is objected to because in pages 342-345 of the disclosure, several 
sequence ID numbers are mentioned, but Applicants had failed to provide any sequence listings. 
According to 37 CFR 1.821-1.825 and MPEP § 2421-2431, specifically MPEP § 2421.02, the 
requirement for a sequence listing applies to all sequences disclosed in a given application, 
whether the sequences are claimed or not. 

5. In view of Applicants' submission of an electronic sequence listing on May 14, 2007, 
which was accepted on May 16, 2007, the requirements for sequence listings under MPEP § 
2421-2431 have been fulfilled, and the objection is withdrawn. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-16, 21, and 22, are allowable, as newly renumbered claims 1-18. 

7, The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

This invention relates to novel diamino compounds and their compositions that are useful 
for treating Alzheimer's disease. The claims in this case are 1-16, 21, and 22, which were 
previously allowed in the NOA of January 24, 2006, and the allowable methods are limited to 
methods of using compounds according to the formula of claim 1 to produce a diamino-hydroxy 
compound of formula (Y). The allowable compounds are limited to diamino hydroxy-propane 
derivatives of the formula of claim 1, and their compositions. After a thorough search, the closest 
of prior art, WO 95/06030, was found to teach similar diamino peptides. However the WO 
document fails to disclose the same recited compounds according to the formula of claim 1, and 
it also teaches different methods of use (anti-virals). Therefore, the prior art fails to teach, 
anticipate, or fairly suggest the instant claimed diamino-hydroxy compounds, compositions, or 
their methods of use.
